Main Line Branch of 
County Medical Asso- 
ciation Makes En- 
couraging Statement 



In the Ardmore •"Chronicle" of dan- 
usirv .'list an interesting article signed 
by A. Lovett De-wees, M. 1>.. President 
of Board of Health of Haverford Town- 
ship, and B. K. Wilbur, M. D., Presi- 
dent of Board of Health of Lower Mer- 
ion Township, reads as follows: 

"Physicians along the Main bine are 
almost a unit in their opinion that there 
will lie no return of iiilluen/a this win- 
ter, such as occurred last year. At a 
special meeting of the Main Lino Branch 
of the County Medical Association the 
matter was discussed and this conclus- 
ion reached. This opinion is indorsed 
by the local Boards of Health. While 
tliere are quite a number of cases of 
grippe along the Main Line, tliere are 
very few cases of pneumonia or influ- 
enza of the type which occurred last 
winter. Reliable information from Chi- 
cago indicates that reports of conditions 
tliere are greatly exaggerated, and that 
tliere is no return of influenza of a se- 
vere or fatal type. The same is tine of 
Philadelphia, where by far the largest 
number of cases is in the Navy i ard. 
and. therefore, subject to most careful 
quarantine. 

"It is evident that while all should 
be careful to avoid exposure to infec- 
tion and should maintain their health to 
the highest degree possible, tliere is no 
cause for alarm or panic. We have had 
many epidemics of grippe in past years 
and thought nothing of them. 

"The Main Line Branch of the Red 

Cross has had a i unit tee organized for 

months past to handle any emergency 
that might arise. Their splendid record 
in the past should assure everyone that 
they will swiftly and elliciently meet 
any nooil. The Home Service Section, 
Xcl. S-lo Lancaster avenue, Bryn Mawr, 
stands ready to give advice and help 
at anv time. "

which Lower Morion is one, to write 
their own building laws and to prescribe 
lire limits wherein none but buildings 
of a lire-resistive character may be 
erected. 

Acting under this authority, the 
'Township Commissioners of Lower Mor- 
ion accepted the oiler of the Main Line 
Citizens' Association to present :i 
building ordinance. It was written by 
a committee whose members are Messrs. 
M. H. -Medary, dr., chairman; John Ir- 
win Bright, Paul A. Davis, Urd, Hor- 
ace \V. Sellers, Horace W. Castor and 
John Ihlder. Messrs. 1). Knickerbocker 
Boyd and Victor V. Abel were the con- 
sultants, and the complete ordinance is 
now in the hands of the Commission- 
ers. 

The law embodies n number of un- 
usual features. 

The Building Inspector, who will lie 
appointed by the Commissioners, will be 
required to keep on file a complete list 
of laws and reipiireineiits alfecting 
building in its various phases. At the 
present time there are a number of pub- 
lic utilities companies, fire underwrit- 
er.-,' associations, etc., whose rulings, if 
not followed, often cause delay and loss 
to the builder. The existence of vari- 
ous mandatory State enactments is 
sometimes unsuspectetd until at some 
inconvenient time attention is drawn to 
them by a State ollicial. All this infor- 
mation will lie collected and kept in one 
place at the disposition of the prospec- 
i i ve builder. 

The keynote of the law is its method 
of classifying building's. In the deter- 
mination of this ipies'tion the character 
f its occupancy, or in plainer terms its 
use, is regarded as the index, to be mod- 
ified later by considerations such as 
height, size or safety to human life. 
Materials of construction are divided 
into seven groups, each graded accord 
i"g to its (ire resistive qualities. Each 
classification, of which there are six in 
number, calls for its appropriate oia,|c 
of materials. The result is an harmon- 
ious design from a structural point of 
view, because for any »iven building I he 
icquironioiits for each kind of material 
or each subdivision of construction are 
approximately Hie same. 

The method also greatly diminished 
Ihe necessity for especial rulings, that 
bete noir of building inspectors, archi- 
tects and contrnctors. 

The door is left open to inventions 
and discoveries by the proviso that any 
material passing certain specified tests 
may be substituted for any material 
mentioned. The imposition of present 
practice upon unknown future condi- 
tions is often responsible for serious li 
nancial loss to the public, and the way 
lo e\ade the loss is to allow free scope 
to human ingenuity. 

While demanding in general an im- 
: roveiuent iii structural methods, the 
part of ihe law ilealint' with the lafv 
oie-Mion of materials and their uses is 
■ f a iloxibilil v that will bring about 
lie result at the least possible increase 
of cost. 

In legisliiting for dwellings the sub- 
urban character of the territory covered 
by the law was always kept in mind. Tt 
has been frankly slated that the ulti- 
mate destiny of the Main Tune, at least 
as far as Bryn Mawr. is an unbroken 
stretch of brick and concrete buildings 
dominated here and there by tall apart- 
ment houses and factories. An exami- 
nation of all modern ctties will show 
how easily this may come to pass, but 
that it is inevitable is quite a different 
matter. In the opinion of the cominit- 
Ice it is neither inevitable or desir- 
able, and. in writing the law, they 
frankly endeavored to render difficult 
and even impossible such a lamentable 
invasion of this beautiful countryside. 

1'nder the proposed measure apart- 
ment houses may be built, but only of 
a better and safer type than at pres- 
ent. 

The crowding together of dark and 
dismal houses of a flimsy construction 
will no longer be permitted. 

All public schools are now erected 
subject to the requirements of a State 
law. They are fairly good, but while 
they could and should be improved in 
some particulars, they are uniformly 
safer and more sanitary than the vast 
majority of private institutions. I'ri- 
vato schools, many of which are now 
veritable fire traps and disease bleed- 
ers, will in the future have to be at 
least eiinal to the State requirements 
for public schools. 

The choice between the present con- 
it ion of anarchy or a system bused on 
! aw is now squarely up to the citizens 
of Lower Morion Township. 

The committee on building construc- 
tion <if the Xutional Eire Protective As- 
sociation, meeting in Xew York last 
week, face this proposed law the sin- 
ceresl flattery by adopting for their fu- 
ture policy certain of its main provis- 
ions.

ing the status of Xarbrook Park., It is 
unfortunate if residents of Narberth do 
not understand about the Park, because 
it is one feature of the Borough which 
is a decided asset from many points of 
vU-iv to every property owner and resi- 
dent. 

The development known as Narbrook 
Park transformed a plot of ground that 
was a detriment to the town into a 
beauty spot, and without the expendi- 
ture of one cent on the part of the Bor- 
ough. As a matter of fact, there was a 
group of public-spirited citizens who 
brought about this development with 
considerable personal sacrifice on their 
part. 

Every property holder in Xarbrook 
Park pays Borough taxes on the same 
basis of other property owners in the 
Borough. In other words, we residents 
of the Park contribute to all of the 
expenses of streets, light, police, fire 
and other public works for the whole of 
Narberth. 

Jn return for our taxes the Borough 
collects our ashes, and this they do reg- 
ularly and elliciently; they also collect 
our garbage, but this service from the 
standpoint of regularity cannot be com- 
mended as can tile ash service. 

We have no street lights, nor are our 
ro:wl> eared for. The Park space in the 
past has been kept in order by contri- 
butions from propertv owners in the 
Park. 

Generally speaking, we think the 
residents of Narberth like the Park; in 
any event, during the spring ami sum- 
mer months folks seem to promenade 
along Die little brook and many moth- 
ers bring their children to rest and play 
there; the more the folks use the Park 
tin- better we residents like it. 

The Borough uses the sewer built and 
paiil for by the Parle Pevolupmont Com- 
mittee of the Civic Association, but 
there seem to be no disposition on t!i • 
part of the Borough to consider the 
I 'ark as part of the town. 

The Park has added considerable to 
i lie revenue of Narberth. and in the 

■ pring at least twenty houses will have 
icon completed. Surely, the occupants 

■f these homes — all of them who will in 
;.ll probability own their own homes — 
should have all the advantages of other- 
property holders in the Borough; niain- 

■ . maintenance of roads and park space 
ami street lights. 

If there is any sentiment in the Bor- 
eiie.h either for or against Xarbrook 
I'ark, 1 hope it may ho crystallized 
' reiigli ' ' Our Town.

ion, that no longer shall the noon of 
night be filled with pibroch thrills, for 
it 's asleep the man is at the time, you 
see, as old people should lie, anil if folks 
are so willful as to have (ires at un- 
seemly hours it little becomes the lire 
lighters to make a bad mailer worse by 
hurrying pell moll to it, demanding 
right of way as they go, and simply be- 
cause they think that I lie sooner they 
get there the smaller the lire shall be. 
It's bad reasoning, this, as Obsoncr'.- 
letier makes very plain, and it's a con- 
dition that can (piite readily be over- 
come if the Fire Department is willing 
lo subscribe to this new idea, for the 
World War has changed things all 
about, that's sure, and Observer must 
be given the credit which is due him. 
because he was the first, the very first, 
to bring the matter to our attention. 

Therefore, it is suggested that at the 
next meeting of the Fire Company the 
following plan shall be submitted for all 
lires occurring after S.30 P. M... unless 
Observer's bedtime is before that, in 
which case the time can be advanced 
accordingly: 

When the fire call conies in on the 
telephone, it shall be the duty of the 
man receiving the news to advise the 
sender that he shall make a record of it 
and he shall explain Hint inasmuch as 
it is the new policy of the Fire Com- 
pany to prevent loss of sleep, the occu- 
pants of the house which is burning 
shall apply to their neighbors "for lodg- 
ing, and if it is necessary for them to 
be disturbed when the Company gets 
there, to ascertain what they would like 
burned and what they would like saved. 
Chief Noel will make sure to arouse 
them, or if they prefer to sleep on, they 
may leave a full set of directions tied 
to the nearest fire plug, where there's 
no possible chance of missing them. 

After having made a careful entry of 
all the facts of the ease, the man who 
receives the message shall put on rub- 
ber shoes and call at the residences of 
the various Company members, inform- 
ing them that a fire is burning and re- 
questing them to gather with proper 
decorum at Elm Hall. Once assembled, 
the Company shall go into executive 
session and devise a route consisting en- 
tirely of smooth and down-grade streets 
and roads by which the fire may be ap- 
proached. With the exception of the 
fire chief and the drivers, the members 
shall then proceed on foot, provided 
with flashlights or oil lanterns, depend- 
ing on the judgment and generosity of 
the honorable council, to tho respective 
points along the route indicated for 



them at the executive session. After 
ample time has elapsed, the equipment 
may move forward, being strictly gov- 
erned in its progress by the flash sig- 
nals which it receives from the mem- 
bers posted along the way, and as each 
post is reached the machines shall stop 
very quietly to allow the member to 
clumber aboard. 

This procedure should unquestionably 
fulfill in every detail the "Save Sleep" 
program suggested by Observer, and, in 
fact, is even more modern, because it 
eliminates the necessity of blowing the 
whistle, notwithstanding Observer's tol-

Cliic.-ifjo lias been the principal suf- 
ferer, but wliile there lias indeed been 
something like a small epidemic of the 
winter scourge there, there is not the 
slightest indication that any such plague 
as that of last winter is about to be 
loosed on the country at large. Fore- 
warned by past dreadful experiences, 
municipalities are very sensibly taking 
precautions against the "flu." 

This does not mean that every local 
citizen ought to rush to the ilni^ store 
for a cure-all or buy a large ipiantity 
of gauze face-masks. It only means 
that the ordinary safeguarding measures 
of winter life on the Atlantic seaboard 
should be followed with an increased 
precaution. Menial repose should be 
sought; rational daily habits made the 
rule, not the exception; nourishment 
should be good, and nervous overwork 
banished.

Local Posts Are Urged to Burnish Scout- 
masters for the Thousands of Wait- 
ing Young Patriots — Approval of 
Citizenship Training Program is One 
of Only Two Resolutions on Organ- 
■ izations Passed. 



The American Legion has put itself 
solidly behind the Roy Scouts of Amer- 
ica by a resolution of approval. 

All of its local posts have been re- 
quested to furnish the men needed to 
lead the troops of Scouts. 

Out of more than -of) resolutions of- 
fered at the first national convention in 
Minneapolis in approval of various or- 
ganizations and programs, only two 
were passed. These were for the Carry- 
On Association and the Boy Scouts of 
America. 

Scouts Served as Guides. 

There were 4S0 Roy Scouts on duty, 
meeting all trains and acting as ushers, 
messengers, guides, at information bu- 
reaus, etc. 

The resolution -iif endorsement of the 
Hov Scout Movement as passed by the 
national convent'ion of the American 
l.e n ion is as follows: 

'Hosolvod. That the American 
Legion heartily commends the prin- 
ciples and achievements of the Boy 
Scouts of America and recommends 
that t .on Ml post assist the.

ed lived up to the standard which they 
set.

Scouts of America arc the great unify- 
ing and directing force toward which 
we look to teach the principles of patri- 
otic and unselfish service which arc, 
taught in the constitution of the Amer- 
ican Legion and which directed (he 
men of America who fought and helped 
to win the Great War.
